Van­ 
dor, a form er m arine corp oral, 
has ru thlessly work ed his way 
to the top and is the only fig u re 
strong enou g h to ev entu ally re­ 
p lace 
Peron 
as 
head 
of the 
m ov em ent. 


Banned from fielding candi­ 
dates in p ast elections, Peron­ 
ists hav e fou nd their ou tlet in 
the G eneral Labor Confedera­ 
tion tCGT). which they now con­ 
trol alm ost 100 p er cent. A bloc 
of indep endent labor leaders re­ 
cently resig ned from ex ecu tiv e 
p ositions in CGT, 
leav ing 
the 
field op en for the Peronists. 


THE 
PERO N IST 
m ov em ent 
and CGT are now so closely 
inter-related tbat they are v irtu ­ 
ally the sam e thing . U nder Van* 
dor’s control the labor org aniza­ 
tion has been tu rned into a p ow­ 
erfu l p olitical weap on. 


Vandor 
concocted 
the 
CGT 
battle p lan 
in which 
w ork ers 
tem p orarily seize factories and 
hold p rotest rallies. M any ob­ 
serv ers say Vandor p lans in this 
way to bring down the g ov ern­ 
m ent and bid for increased p ow­ 
e r in a su bseq u ent reg im e. 


Peron 
ap p arently 
ap p rov es, 
for he w rote V andor telling him 
to k eep stirring trou ble and as­ 
su ring him . “ If I had to choose 
any body to be my su ccessor, it 
wou ld be y ou .” 
Both 
V andor 
and 
F ram ini 
claim 
P eron’s 
su p p ort. 
Both 
claim that Peron will retu rn to 
A rg entina this y e ar after his 
nine-y ear ex ile. Bu t the form er 
dictator 
seem s 
u nwilling 
to 
leav e his lu x u riou s retreat in 
M adrid for the tim e being . In­ 
stead, he seem s content to m ed­ 
dle from afar, p lay ing one side 
ag ainst the 
other, k eep ing his 
nam e aliv e and his m ov em ent 
in ferm ent. 
The g ov ernm ent rep ortedly is 
delig hted by the sp lit. Cong res­ 
sional and local elections are 
du e nex t M arch, and Peronists 
will be standing candidates. If 
P eronist blocs g o to the p olls, 
there is less chance of the m ov e­ 
m ent g aining a m ajor v ictory 
as it did in M arch, 
19 62. In 
that y ear F ram ini hit the head­ 
lines by winning the g ov ernor­

C harg ing frau d 
and v ote-p adding , F ram ini ask ­ 
ed Peron to annu l the elections, 
g ex horted 
his followers to v ote 
bu t that call has g one u nheeded. 
V andor, who is followed ev ­ 
ery w here 
by g u n-toting 
body ­ 
g u ards, now aim s to ensu re his 
factg on m ak es a g ood showing 
in the elections nex t M arch. 
He controls the ex ecu tiv e com ­ 
m ittee of CGT, which 
is the 
m ost p owerfu l v oice of Peron- 
ism . 
Bu t, 
u nlik e F ram ini, 
he 
lack s a p op u lar p u blic im ag e. 
He is a shrewd tactician bu t 
not 
a 
leader 
of 
m asses. 
He 
hop es to rem edy this, how ev er, 


between now and M arch. 
Fram ini. with his ap p eal to 
Peronist loy alty , strik es a sy m ­ 
p athetic chord in the m ov em ent 
and 
shou ld 
not be 
u nderesti­ 
m ated. 
In short, the sp lit is deep be­ 
tween the dissim ilar and p ow er­ 
fu l p air fig hting for the sam e 
ends. 
Both leaders are p lanning to 
v isit Peron in M adrid. Vandor 
will seek m oral su p p ort, which 
he hop es will aid him in forth­ 
coming elections, and Fram ini 
will try to reg ain his form er 
statu s as cu stodian of the Peron* 
ist m ov em ent while its leader is 
ou t of the cou ntry .

F ederal Bu reau of Inv estig a­ 
tion stu dies of 56.126 offenders 
already hav e p rodu ced fig u res 
which 
lead 
som e 
g ov ernm ent 
crim e 
sp ecialists 
to 
p riv ately 
q u estion the effectiv eness of ou r 
p resent m ethods of p robation, 
p arole, conditional releases and 
su sp ended sentences. 
T hese 
p relim inary 
stu dies 
w ere 
on 
offenders 
“ activ ely 
handled in 19 63” whose records 
were av ailable to the FBI. 
A fou rth of this total had only 
one a rre st on their records. Bu t 
75 p er cent had been arrested 
an av erag e of 4 4 tim es each. 
According 
to their crim inal 
histories. 52 p er cent of these 
rep eaters had receiv ed “ lenien­ 
c y ” (the term u sed in the stu ­ 
dy ) in the form of p robation, 
su sp ended sentence, p arole 
or 
conditional release. Of these, 68 
p er 
cent 
receiv ed “ leniency " 
once, 20 p er cent twice and 12 
p er cent three tim es or m ore. 


M ORE THAN HALF OF those
